THE PEOPLE OF AUSTRALIA recently observed the 158th anni¬ 
versary of the entry of their country into the orbit of the British Crown. 
This anniversary is called “Australia Day” and it was celebrated this year 
for the first time since the end of the war. From Canada, and many other 
parts of the Empire, messages were sent, expressing the hope that Aus¬ 
tralia would enjoy increased progress and prosperity in the future, and 
paying tribute to her war effort. After the opening of the campaign in 
the Pacific, Australia was in direct danger of air attack or possible invasion 
by the Japanese, and her forces played a major role in many of the 
decisive victories in that area, as well as in other theatres of war. It is 
agreed that the Australian campaigns in New Guinea brought about the 
turning point in the war against Japan, and that Australian ground and 
air forces at Papua inflicted the first decisive land defeat suffered by the 
Japanese. 

From a population of 7,300,000 people, Australia 

Large Numbers had a fighting force of one million men. Two out 
of every three Australian men between the ages 
of eighteen and forty, served in the army, navy 
or air force. Civilian defense workers numbered 300,000 and there were 
066,000 women in the auxiliary fighting services. Casualties totalled 95,561, 
of which 59,203 occurred in the fighting against Japan, and 36,358 in the 
war with Germany. Seventeen Victoria Crosses were awarded to members 
of the Australian armed forces. Other figures show that Australia spent 
the sum of $7,599,600,000 in the prosecution of the war, and that twenty-cne 
ships of the Royal Australian Navy were lost. Australian forces contributed 
much to the spectacular campaigns in Africa and the Middle East, before 
the opening of the war in the Pacific, and all branches of their service 
received commendation from the Allied nations.

Newspaper Advertising To Fight Sawfly 

Nothing Can Beat It For Introducing Community Action Necessary 
A New Product Eliminate The Pest 


Newspaper ads in four New York | 
papers by a department store intro¬ 
ducing a new type of pen guaranteed 
to write for two years without re¬ 
filling drew more than five thousand 
customers the next morning. Crowds 
five deep mobbed the pen counter, 
and the store was swamped With tele¬ 
phone and mail orders for the new 
product.

Sunspots — those dark blotches 
which fleck the face of the sun, which 
have been causing the buzz and 
crackle in radios and playing tricks 
with telegraphic communications, 
haye come into their own again.

Then there should be 
fewer storms, warmer weather, bet¬ 
ter radio reception, abundant crops 
and happier and healthier people. 

Such, in rough, is science's out¬ 
line of life, as affected by the sun¬ 
spot cycles, and modern studies of - 
the fluctuations in weather, crops 
and magnetic disturbances lend more

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 

During th e month of December, 
1945, a total of 3,837 new claims 
for unemployment benefit was reg¬ 
istered in Manitoba and western On¬ 
tario (west of the Great Lakes). 
This compares with 1,094 during 
December, 1944. During December, 
1945, there were 1,309 new claims 
in Saskatchewan and 2,806 in Al¬ 
berta, which compares with 427 and 
945 respectively during the same 
month a year ago. 

Figures released by the district 
treasury office, Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission, Winnipeg, re¬ 
veal that despite an additional 
number of persons claiming unem¬ 
ployment benefit, there was only a 
slight increase in the average dur¬ 
ation of drawing such benefit per 
person from 17.3 days in January, 

1945, to 18.9 days during January, 

1946. 

For the period Dec. 21, 1945, to 
Jan. 20, 1946, there were 5,132 per¬ 
sons claiming benefit in Manitoba, 
of which Winnipeg accounted for 
4,295. An analysis of these figures 
reveals that the average daily ben¬ 
efit per claimant during January, 


1946, was $2.04, as compared to 
$1.90 during the same period last 
year. In a comment on this in¬ 
crease, this is attributed to the fact 
that the majority of the claimants 
today are in the three higher week¬ 
ly contribution classes, which range 
from 24 cents to 36 cents per week. 

In announcing that the total 
number of claims throughout the 
entire prairie region during Decem¬ 
ber, 1945, was 13,107, the greatest 
incidence of those presently unem¬ 
ployed are persons in the clerical 
field and unskilled workers. Of the 
latter, the majority of male appli¬ 
cants are above the 60 year age 
group. In regard to females, the 
majority are clerical and saleswom¬ 
en in the 20 to 29 age group. 

Effective Feb. 1, discharged vet¬ 
erans entitled to out-of-work ben¬ 
efits are now being serviced by lo¬ 
cal offices of the UIC. It is estimat¬ 
ed that there are approximately 
3,000 ex-service personnel in the 
Manitoba and western Ontario dis¬ 
trict who are entitled to these ben¬ 
efits at the present time, many of 
whom are awaiting the type of job 
which they feel would be best suit¬ 
ed to them.

MAIN HIGHWAYS TO BE 
HARD SURFACED 

Proposed highway improvement 
program for Alberta this year in¬ 
cludes hard surfacing of main high¬ 
ways, according to information 
which the Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion has received from the provin¬ 
cial department of public works. 

Details of the program will be 
announced when preliminary studies 
have been completed by the depart¬ 
mental engineers. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, has stated that the 
program includes hard surfacing to 
a considerable extent of the main 
highway from the international 
boundary north to Edmonton. He 
says this highway has carried a big 
traffic load in the war years and 
now it must be put in proper shape 
to handle prospective peacetime 
traffic, including a flood of tourists. 

The program also contemplates 
improvements to the Trans-Canada 
highway between Calgary and 
Banff and the Jasper highway from 
Edmonton west. 

The department also is proposing 
to make extensive improvements to 
district and market roads in the 
province. The extent of the pro¬ 
gram will be governed largely by 
the response by private contractors 
to calls for tenders on various pro¬ 
jects, Some of the calls for tenders 
will be made immediately.

NYLONS IN THE NEWS 

(By Edna Jacques) 

Although nylons will officially be 
back in the stores on February 19, 
many leading shops have stated 
that they will not be sold that day. 

Taking warning from stories of 
other places where crowds have 
stormed the counters and broken 
furniture and fixtures in a rush to 
get nylons, these shops are wary 
of making any announcement to 
the effect that nylons are coming 
back into the picture. In . fact, one 
wise Ottawa merchant came out 
with a good-sized advertisement 
saying he “would not” b e selling 
nylons on February 19. 

Nevertheless, below is the latest 
on the new glamor hose. 

There will be four grades—A, B, 
C and D. D is the highest quality, 
with a gauge of 57 threads. There 
will also be four qualities in each 
grade. Below is the story in a nut¬ 
shell: 

Gauge Spec. 1st Irr. 3rd 

A, 42 . $1.75 $1.50 $1.09 85c 

B, 45 & 48 1.95 1.75 1.29 85c 

C, 51 & 54 2.25 1.95 1.39 85c 

D, 57 - 2.50 2.25 1.69 85c 

These prices are as low, and in 

some cases lower, than the 1941 
prices. 

Each stocking must bear the 
name “nylon." The gauge must be 
ligibly marked and clearly visible 
to buyer. The quality must also be 
clearly marked, such as substand¬ 
ards, seconds, irregular or thirds. 

For everyday wear such as of¬ 
fice, business, etc., women will find 
a good serviceable hose in the “sec¬ 
onds” of A gauge at $1.09. 

As the manufacture of these hose 
is still in the early stages there 
may be slight flaws now and then 
before they reach the level of 
standardization. New factory work¬ 
ers and few machines will take 
time to become adjusted to the 
work, but the future in nylon man¬ 
ufacture in Canada is bright.
